Andrews charged in his af- 
fidavit that Garrison commit- 
ted perjury while on the 
stand during the perjury trial 
of Andrews in August, 1967. 
Andrews was convicted in 
that trial of three counts of 
perjuring himself and was 
sentenced to 54 months in 
Parish Prison.

ZIBILICH INCLUDED no 
explanation for his action in 
dismissing the affidavit, nor 
is he required to do so. 

Andrews captured interna- 
tional attention after the as- 
sassination of President John 
F. Kennedy when he claimed 
a man he knew as Clay Ber- 
trand called him and asked 


him to defend Lee Harvey 
Oswald, accused slayer of 
President Kennedy. 

Garrison first claimed that 
Clay Shaw was Bertrand. A 
12-man jury March l ac- 
quitted Shaw of conspiracy 
charges levied by the DA. 


IN SHAW’S TRIAL, An- 
drews testified that he lied 
about Bertrand and every- 
thing that he told the Warren 
Commission was his inven-
